city’s current need for recreation 
facilities is scheduled today at 8 
p. m. in City Hall when Lynch 
meets with members of the City 
Recreation Board. 
Shortly after his arrival here. 
Lynch said the fact that Cumber­ 
land is densely populated and hem­ 
med in by hills complicates the 
problem of establishing ideal rec­ 
reation areas and parks. 
Every recreation area, he added, 
should be a park, not only to pro­ 
vide space for an active recreation 
program but to adorn the city.

Arctic's Animals 
Being Depleted 


You can read ab out the walrus in one of Kipling's 
animal stories or in Lewis Carroll's poem ab out the 
too-trustful oysters. If you prefer facts to fancy, you 
can turn to b ooks of natural history. But your chances 
of ever seeing a real flesh-and-b lub b er walnus are 
diminishing. The walrus is not yet ex tinct, b ut he is 
headed that way, according to scientists at the General 
Assemb ly of the International Union for the Protec­ 
tion of Nature, meeting in Copenhagen. 


If the walrus passes from the scene, he will prob ­ 
ab ly have company. Other arctic animals are also in 
danger, including the polar b ear and the reindeer, 
and the rare hooded seal. Their numb ers are diminish­ 
ing. The Eskimos hunt them, b ut that is a small mat­ 
ter. There aren't enough Eskimos to ex terminate 
them without the kind of wanton slaughter of which 
no Eskimo would b e guilty. Two factors are respon­ 
sib le for their decline—depredations b y men who hunt 
for profit, and the increasing warmth of the Arctic 
climate. 


The reindeer, for instance, cannot sub sist unless 
he has lichens to eat. The lichen, a symb iotic com­ 
b ination of moss and fungus, grows only under con­ 
ditions of damp and cold. But Greenland is getting 
warmer and drier, and its reindeer are disappearing. 
So, for reasons not ex plained are Greenland’s polar 
b ears (mayb e they can't live without reindeer?) and 
hooded seals. 


As for the walrus, it was estimated in 19 40 that 
there were only ab out 7,000 left in the Baffin Bay 
area. There are fewer now, thanks to large-scale 
Norwegian hunting. Norway has now prohib ited wal­ 
rus hunting, b ut the decline continues. The Eskimos 
may also b e in for troub le if the creatures from 
which they get much of their meat, milk, b lub b er, 
and clothing b egin to vanish.

Frankfurter On Legislatures 


The case of T enney et al vs, B randhove raised the 
issue of freedom of speech in the legislative b odies of this 
country. The pa rticular m a tte r referred to a slate legis­ 
lature, in California, b ut the decision of the court, handed 
down b y Justic e B'elix F ra n k furte r, applies to Congress 
as well. 
It involves the b asic prob lem of legislative im ­ 
m un ity — the right of the chosen represen tativ e of the 
people in a legislative assem b ly to say w hat is on his 
m ind, w ithout let or hindrance. 


As far b ack as the English Bill of R ights, it w as 
stated in lan guage which cannot b e m isunderstood; 


" T ha t the freedom of speech, and deb ates or proceed­ 
ings in P a rlia m e n t, ought not to b e im peached or q ues­ 
tioned in any court or place out of P a rlia m e n t." 


A rticle I, Sectio n 6 . o f the Am erican Co nstitutio n 
spates 
. . They (senato rs and representativ es) shall 
in ail cases, ex cept treaso n, felo ny and breach o f the 
peace, be priv ileg ed fro m arrest during their atten­ 
dance at the sessio n o f their respectiv e ho uses, and in 
g o ing to and returning fro m the sam e; and fo r any 
speech o r debate in either ho use, they shall no t be 
questio ned in any o ther place." 


M r. Justic e F ra n k furte r com m ents on this: 


"T he reason for the privilege is clear. 
It w as well 
sum m a riz e d b y J a m e s Wilson, an influential m e m b e r o f 
the C om m ittee of Detail which was responsib le for the 
provisions in the federal Constitution. 
‘In ord er to enab le 
an d en courage a represen tativ e of the pub lic to d ischarge 
his pub lic trust with firm ness and success, it is indispens­ 
ab ly necessary, tha t he should enjoy the fullest lib erty of 
speech, and tha t he should b e protected from the resen t­ 
m e n t of ev ery one. how ever powerful, to w hom the ex er­ 
cise of tha t lib erty m a y occasion offence.’ . . 


F urthe r, F ra n k furte r says: 


"The claim o f an unwo rthy purpo se do es no t 
destro y the .priv ileg e. 
L eg islato rs are im m une fro m 
deterrents to the uninhibited discharg e o f their leg is­ 
lativ e duty , no t fo r their priv ate indulg ence but fo r the 
public g o o d. One m ust no t ex pect unco mm o n co urag e 
ev en in leg islato rs. 
The priv ileg e wo uld be o f little 
v alue If they co uld be subjected to the co st and inco n­ 
v enience and distractio ns o f a trial upo n a co nclusio n 
o f the pleader, o r to the hazard o f a judg m ent ag ainst 
them based upo n a jury 's speculatio n as to mo tiv e.s. 
The ho lding o f this co urt in Fletcher v s. Peck, 6 
Cranch 8 7, 1.3 0. that it w as no t co nso nant with o ur 
schem e o f g o v ernm ent fo r a co urt to inquire into the 
m o tiv es o f leg islato rs, has rem ained unquestio ned . . 


As re ga rd s legislative ihvesligations. Justice F r a n k ­ 
furter q uotes Woodrow Wilson, whose b ook, "C ongressional 
G ov ern m en t," pub lished in 18 8 5 . is a classic in the study 
o f A m erican institutions. 
Woodrow Wilson w rote: 


" I t is the proper duty of a representativ e b ody to look 
diligently into every affair of gov ernm ent and to talk 
m uch ab out w hat it see.« ;. It is m ean t to b e the eyes and 
the voice, and to em b ody the w isdom and will of its con­ 
stituents. U nless Congress have and use every m e a n s of 
acq uainting itself with the acts and the disposition of the 
ad m in istrativ e agents of the governm ent, the country m ust 
b e helpless to learn how it is b eing served; and unless 
Congress b oth scrutinize these things and sift them b y 
every form of discussion, the country m ust re m a in in 
e m b arrassin g, 
crippling ignorance of the very affairs 
which it is m ost im portan t that it should un d erstan d and 
direct. 
The inform ing function of Congress should b e 
pre ferred even to its legislati%’-e function." 


The decision of the S uprem e Court in this case was 
handed down on M ay 21, 19 5 1, and is b inding today. 


In v iew o f the v io lent attacks tha* hav e been m ade 
o n the Im pro prieties o f m em bers o f C o ng ress and o f 
co ng ressio nal co m m ittees, it is well wo rth while resur­ 
recting this decisio n o f the Suprem*“ Co urt, written by 
Justice F elix Frankfurter. 
It is the law o f the land. 


D uring the past 20 years, m any attack s have b een 
m ad e upon Congre.ss as a political institution. 
Among 
som e of the younger generation, there seem s to b e an 
assum ption tha t an elite of ex perts could do b etter than 
the C ongress which is a cross-section of the nation.

Arctic's Animals 
Being Depleted 


You can read about the walrus in one of Kipling's 
animal stories or in Lewis Carroll’s poem about the 
too-trustful oysters, lf you prefer facts to fancy, you 
can turn to books of natural history. But your chances 
of ever seeing a real flesh-and-blubber walnus are 
diminishing. The walrus is not yet extinct, but he is 
headed that way, according to scientists at the General 
Assembly of the International Union for the Protec­ 
tion of Nature, meeting in Copenhagen. 


If the walrus passes from the scene, he will prob­ 
ably have company. Other arctic animals are also in 
danger, including the polar bear and the reindeer, 
and the rare hooded seal. Their numbers are diminish­ 
ing. The Eskimos hunt them, but that is a small mat­ 
ter. There aren’t enough Eskimos to exterminate 
them without the kind of wanton slaughter of which 
no Eskimo would be guilty. Two factors are respon­ 
sible for their decline—depredations by men who hunt 
for profit, and the increasing warmth of the Arctic 
climate. 


The reindeer, for instance, cannot subsist unless 
he has lichens to eat. The lichen, a symbiotic com­ 
bination of moss and fungus, grows only under con­ 
ditions of damp and cold. But Greenland is getting 
warmer and drier, and its reindeer are disappearing. 
So, for reasons not explained are Greenland's polar 
bears (maybe they can't live without reindeer?) and 
hooded seals. 


As for the walrus, it was estimated in 1940 that 
there were only about 7.000 left in the Baffin Bay 
area. There are fewer now. thanks to large-scale 
Norwegian hunting. Norway has now prohibited wal­ 
rus hunting, but the decline continues. The Eskimos 
may also be in for trouble if the creatures from 
which they get much of their meat, milk, blubber, 
and clothing begin to vanish.

Frankfurter On Legislatures 


The case of Tenney et a1 vs. Branrthove raised the 
issue of freedom of speech in the legislative bodies of this 
country. The particular m atter referred to a state legis­ 
lature. in California, but the decision of the court, handed 
down by Justice Felix Frankfurter, applies to Congress 
as well. It involves the basic problem of legislative im­ 
munity — the right of the chosen representative of the 
people In a legislative assembly to say what is on his 
mind, without let or hindrance. 


As far back as the English Bill of Bights, it was 
stated in language which cannot be misunderstood: 


"T hat the freedom of speech, and debates or proceed­ 
ings in Parliam ent, ought not to be impeached or ques­ 
tioned in any court or place out of Parliament.** 


Article I, Section 6. of the American Constitution 
a,ates ", . . They (senators and representatives) shall 
in all cases, except treason, felony and breach of the 
peace, be privileged from arrest during their atten­ 
dance at the session of their respective houses, and in 
going to and returning from the same; and for any 
speech or debate in either house, they shall not be 
questioned in any other place." 


Mr. Justice Frankfurter comments on this: 


"The reason for the privilege is clear. 
It was well 
summ arized by Jam es Wilson, an influential m em ber of 
the Committee of Detail which was responsible for the 
provisions in the federal Constitution. 
In order to enable 
and encourage a representative of the public to discharge 
his public trust with firmness and success, it is indispens­ 
ably necessary, that he should enjoy the fullest liberty of 
speech, and that he should be protected from the resent­ 
m ent of every one, however powerful, to whom the exer­ 
cise of that liberty may occasion offence.’ . . .” 


Further, Frankfurter says: 


"The claim of an unworthy purpose does not 
destroy the .privilege. 
Legislators are immune from 
deterrents to the uninhibited discharge of their legis­ 
lative duty, not for their private indulgence but for the 
public good. One must not expect uncommon courage 
even in legislators. 
The privilege would be of little 
value if they could be subjected to the cost and incon­ 
venience and distractions of a trial upon a conclusion 
of the pleader, or to the hazard of a judgment against 
them based upon a jury*! speculation as to motives. 
The holding of this court in Fletcher vs. Peck. 6 
Crancb 87, 130. that it was not consonant with our 
•chem e of government for a court to inquire into the 
motives of legislators, has remained unquestioned . . ." 


As regards legislative investigations, Justice Frank­ 
furter quotes Woodrow Wilson, whose book, “ Congressional 
Government,'* published in 1885. is a classic in the study 
of American institutions. Woodrow Wilson wrote: 


“ It is the proper duty of a representative body to look 
diligently into every affair of government and to talk 
much about what it sees. It is m eant to be the eyes and 
the voice, and to embody the wisdom and will of its con­ 
stituents. Unless Congress have and use every m eans of 
acquainting itself with the acts and the disposition of the 
administrative agents of the government, the country m ust 
be helpless to learn how it is being served; and unless 
Congress both scrutinize thf-se things and sift them by 
every form of discussion, the country m ust remain in 
em barrassing, crippling ighorance of the very affairs 
which it is most important that it should understand and 
direct. 
The informing function of Congress should be 
preferred even to its legislative function.'' 


The decision of the Supreme Court in this case was 
handed down on May 21, 1951, and is binding today. 


In view of the violent attacks tha‘ have bren made 
on the improprieties of members of Congress and of 
congressional committees, it is well worth while resur­ 
recting this decision of the Supreme Court, written by 
Justice Felix Frankfurter. 
It is the law of the land. 


During the past 20 years, many attacks have been 
made upon Congress as a political institution. 
Among 
some of the younger generation, there seems to be an 
assumption that an elite of exports could do better than 
the Congress which is a cross-section of the nation. Mem­ 
bers of Congress do speak for their particular constituen­ 
cies. As it stands, each m em ber is free from the con­ 
straints of personal dam age, only being required, by the 
system, to hold the goodwill of thosr who can throw him 
out of office.

WASHINGTON 
The 
real nature of the crisis 
which has caused President Eisen­ 
hower to summon an em ergency 
m elting of the National Security 
Council is, as usual, muffled and 
hidden. 
Most people think that the crisis 
involves only the fate of the small 
Nationalist-held island of Quemoy, 
off the China coast which the Com­ 
munist are preparing to attack. 
Most people, understandably, are 
quite indifferent to Quemoy's fate. 
In fact, the decision now confront­ 
ing th*- Nationalist Security Council 
closely involves th** fate of For­ 
mosa and Chiang Kai-shek’s gov­ 
ernm ent there. 
Indeed it involves 
the whole future balance of power 
in Asia. 
The choice which the President 
and the NSC must make is whether 
to back up the w* ll-entrenched Na­ 
tionalist force on Quemoy with the 
and nival power of the Seventh 
Fleet, or to let the island go to 
th*- Communist by default. 
The 
consequences of failing to support 
the Nationalists are quite foresee­ 
able, 
In the first place, Chiang’s forces 
are, in a sense, a wasting asset. 
His troops are old already, by 
Oriental standards, and in another 
two or three years the Chinese 
Nationalist arm y will bi- an arm y 
of old nu n, of doubtful value to 
the non-Com rn un is t world. 
Politically Precarious 
Second, even now, the position on 
Formosa is far more politically 
precarious than is generally recog­ 
nized. 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek has always had a marked 
tendency, in tim*- 
of trouble, to 
consign the efficient and honest 
men around him to outer darkness, 
and to surround himself with the 
palace 
favorites 
with 
whom 
he 
feels comfortable. 
Late last June, after the fall of 
Dien Bu n Phu, Chiang again dis­ 
played this curious characteristic. 
He dismissed the able arm y com­ 
mander. Sun Lejen, and replated 
him 
with 
a 
political 
favorite, 
Huang Ch:eh. 
Huang is putty in 
the hands of the palace favorite?, 
and palace polities is already hav­ 
ing ita demoralizing effect on the 
arm y, 
Th* 
same process is at 
work 
throughout the 
Nationalist 
government. 
The process, so far, is dangerous 
but by no means fatal, yet the loss 
of Quemoy to the Communists, as 
a result of an American failure 
to support the Nationalists, will 
instantly and very greatly acceler­ 
ate this process of political decay. 
The reason is very simple. 
The Chinese Nationalists have 
just one reason for existence — the 
hope of a return to the mainland. 
Air* ady, 
Nationalist 
hopes have 
received two stunning blows, in 
the stalemate truce in Korea and 


the defeat for the West in Indo- 
china. 
The Communist capture of 
Quemoy would kill all hope on 
Formosa, since Quemoy is the es­ 
sential stepping stone to the m ain­ 
land. 
With Quemoy in their hands, 
moreover, Amoy harbor will pro- 
vide for the Communist an ideal 
staging area for a later attack on 
Formosa. 
But this might never 
become necessary. 
For the politi­ 
cal disintegration on Formosa like­ 
ly to follow the loss of Quemoy 
could lead in tim e to Communist 
conquest from within. 
Nor does the Quemoy crisis end 
with 
F'ormosa. 
The Communist 
triumph 
in 
Indochina, 
after 
so 
many brave wolds in Washington, 
has 
already 
m ade 
this 
country 
b*ok 
suspiciously like 
a 
“ paper 
tiger” 
to 
many 
non-Communist 
Asians. If the United States m akes 
no attem pt to prevent the Commu­ 
nist capture of Quemoy, this will 
to- taken as a further and final 
demonstration of Communist power 
and American weakness and ir­ 
resolution. 
Then, all over Asia, 
non-Cornmunista will begin to run 
for cover. 
Risks V e ry Great 
Such are the stakes in the im­ 
pending battle for the little island 
of Qio-moy. 
Yet 
the 
risks 
of 
American intervention on Quemoy 
are also, it m ust be said, very 
great. 
Quemoy is hardly a stone’* throw 
from the China coast. Because of 
the 
relatively limited 
range 
of 
c .rrier-based fighters, the Seventh 
F l d ’t’s carriers would have to op­ 
erate uncomfortably close to the 
Chinese mainland. They would be 
w« ii 
within 
range 
of 
the 
200 
medium range IL-28 jet bombers 
in the Chinese air force. 
Such risks have caused a fa­ 
miliar division in the Pentagon. 
On*- school believe? that Quemoy 
ran only be held if this country is 
ready to attack the Chinese main­ 
land, thus risking a third world 
w <r. 
Another school, reputedly 
including Admiral Arthur Radford, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Joint 
Chiefs, 
believe* that Que m ay can and must 
be held—and that if this country 
m akes clear its intention to act if 
necessary, 
the Communists 
will 
not attack. 
One official of this second school 
has put it this way: 
“Quemoy is 
an island 
If Quemoy is allowed to 
go, all over Asia it will be said 
that American air and sea power 
is not enough to hold even an 
island against the Communists, and 
therefor** 
America 
cannot 
hold 
anything, anywhere ’” 
Th*- choice 
on Quemoy, in short, m ay deter­ 
m i n e whether or not this country 
is to lose all power to influence 
events in Asia.

M ayor Eve.s said the company 
end the city agreed on a new route 
which w ill reduce the length of the 
line from about five and one-half 
m iles to five miles. 
The new water line, he said, 
w ill run directly from the Fort 
H ill reservoir, which is fed by the 
SB-inch crosstown water distribu­ 
tion line.
